Dear Dave, 

It seams like much rtore than 10 weeks ninco we met and spent a morning talking. 

It was the baginning of a new k i n d of life for me so £ remember it well* I don't yet 
know how loud’ the limitations sill continue, i can move around more easily, walla* 
but not e^eat distances. I'm getting fat frees lack of physical activity. But I can and 
do etlll work about 14 hours a day. Ibis amounts to a vacation for me. 

Generally I spend about two hours before daylight just lying &i;nke in bed and 
thinking. If 1 can't sleep 1 get s little rest this way. I think part of what denies me 
sleep, even with the prescribed pills, is concent over the ccnsocusnccs of all the 
predictable and in sone oases pradietod mistakes. 

Yesteroay I suddenly became quite tired. So I sat and read an accumulation of 
clippings sent* me by various people from around the country, bust before going to bed 
I came tc a batch about what you arc about. It took tie beck to our meeting with the 
o-nator and what I teen acid. A t took sic back in other ways, toe. I intend no insult 
by this but as I told the Senator and an I'd said month a earlier in an hYU speech, we 
all owe the '“embere candor. Jim lesar phonnd me ri ht after 1 read the long Village Voice 
piece. "Wn&i a manse of deja-vu, " I told him. Sis response was one word: "Garrison." 

I think you will remember that 1 told try, Senator his only reasonable prospect 
for success was to smash the official explanation beyond repair with the most* basic of 
evidences, which I offered; that unless ha old thin he'd be spinniog his wheels; and that 
without this he'd not gst the support of other- Members or the najor mania. 

If there has been any significant sup;x>rt it haa not been in the papers I've seen. 

My advice was tc prove with fact that k*4 been a conspiracy before traipsing 

off to try to loam the improbable if not thu impossible, who the conspirators were. Not 
tost 1 ballevc the Initial purpose should be to provr there lircl bean a conspiracy. But I 
knew enough of what the Senator had in mini to put it this way. Wo 11, no of anything I've 
seen nobody who counts haa been persuaded either that- the Warren Report was wrong or 
that there was a conspiracy. I can only hope that what none of you has been quoted as 
saying holds other than has appeared. 

Here aro a few examples. Tho Now York Tiwers: "Ho one ir. now suggesting that these 
new inquiries will change the commission's conclusion that nee 'iktxvey Oswald alone killed 
President Kennedy and a Dallas police officer... if a new lock at the commission's findings 
would not be conclusive why ahoulu it be attempted?..," On the other extreme the New Toxk 
Daily Hews headline a long article that there isn't "any real evidence to support" belief 
in a conspiracy. I haven't soon Senator Hart quoted once an;,. ttehe is on the oubec.'inittee. 

On tne individual conspiracy theories, all of which stem from ay writing and all of 
which I predicted could not be successful beginning points, the Senator, from the attribu- 
tion to Texas sources, appears to have forgotten that X tola him of Mlteer’s death several 
years earlier and that he would not be available as a witness. (Hot that he'd have confessed.) 
On th® wuatro theory tnere is what makasi it as dose as anything can be to impossible. 

X did much work on tlla sue as I believe I told you ana ths Senator had it not been for 
the doctrines of the work teat followed mine it would hats bean part of my second book, 
onu J - , ~- yet coaiplcta. 1 regret you seem to be pursuing what so many years ago 1 felt I 
had to oppose and struggle against. 





I*& sorry I wasn't sore persuasive, I hope the little time you have left does 
produce at least enough to overcome the obstacles of which I'm well enough aware. And 
ji 2 d oriy for the role in which an unnecessary failure may cant the Senator for some years, 

There has never been any doubt in ny mind about hla sincerity or intentions. There 
isn't now. lean t hink of nothing that could re an sore to ae that being proven wrong. Aral 
I can't complain about hie judgement when 1 look back cm enough of my own judgemental 
errors. I*m just sorry that be hidn t profit from mine.

•utande pitches that beesBfc dear enough what. t-ic Rockefeller Oomnicsiun was appointed 
luC of all who coul. have ran it iuvia della was salscted. The ooeadtto* will at beat 
fall far short of aoctlagp it naddstedon doacetie intelligence. Sow it has added ths 
Kj a ~ assassination, to its diversions with no iniuers tanning of the inhibition it has 
imposed on itself. Ths staff on trie can't be serious. Any other ca-mtnt would be more 
severe* so 1 won't make any.

If either ths committee or the subcommittee prints hearings of course I would 
appreciate them. 

If I don't now see it ar probably I still wish you the best oi luck, the greatest 

successes. And a good year to you both.
